PERSECUTED SECT DRIVEN OUT 


BY TKE PRESENT SHAH.

Profossor Browne, lecturer in Persian 


at the University of Cambridge, has 
written a ctu-kms book, entitled "The 
Episode of the Bab." Probably a few 
people know who the Bub is, bat Mr. 
Browne's researches are certain to 
uwakeu interestsin the man who was the 
aroh heretic of Persia in the early part 


the reign ojf the present shah.

the heresy that he preached threatened 
the pe.v-ic of the national church. His 
followers Ky1» and are faithful to his 
memory an-,1 teachings, 


Their leatlfcfls are in exile, and Profes- 


sor Brovme's Vook tells of his extraordi- 
nary exertions to see them and »get their 
story from tHPlr own lips, They are 
scattered far and wide. Some of them 
ure in Cyprus; others are iu Palestine, 
safe from tho vengeance of the shah. All 
of them \voi|ld expect to loee their heads 
if thej showed themselves in Persia. 
Only the luiitt^fb followft-s of the Bab 
livo unmoiwsWas in their own country, 
holding their meetings secretly for fear 
uf tho perseeutjoii of the angry Mollahs. 


Thp Bab was a Mohammedan re- 


former, who wont to Mecca and came 
buck with a new commentary on the 
Koran. Ha sj»eke of himself as superior 
to Mohammed and to all other great re- 
ligious reformers, but he announced 
that a greater, than ho was coming. That 
greater one is Beha, who lives in an 
earthly paradise called Behje, near 


where Professor Browne found 


iim. The author says ]ie feels quite un- 
equal to the task of conveying a vivid 
impi ession of the faces and forms that 
surrounded him during his visit to this 
strange retreat. He almost runs short 
of adjectives -^hen he describes the 
wondrous and venerable figure of the 
joly man. Ha says he beheld a face 
whioii he will never forget, although he 
;annot describe it. The piercing eyes 
seemed to read his very soul. "No need 
;o ask in whose presence 1 stood as 1 
bowed myself before ono who is the ob- 
ject of a devotion and love which kings 
might envy and emperors sigh for in 
vain." 


Beha's preaching is a prophecy of the 


"most great peace" and of the brother- 
iiood and unity of man. Tha brother- 
liood, of the entire race is coming, he 
predicts. Prof". Browne says Beha knows 
ttw Mact position of European affairs 
Mid is sorry for the western nations. 
He sees kings and rulers lavishing their 
treasures in the- purchase of means of 
destruction instead of procuring the 
means of happiness. Meekness, con- 
:ord, obedience, submission are the es- 
sentials of his secret in the perfect wa3-. 
He is loved and revered by .all his fol- 
lowers whcrevor they may be, and ninny 
a inessttge frqu* him Is read in the secret 
meetings in Persia of the humble fol 
lowers of the Bfcib. 


The Bab was not learned in tho law 


like the great doctors of the church. 
and for that reason they held him in 
contempt. It was his hai>it to dispute 
with them in the temples, and although 
lie was ignorant his wisdom put their 
knowledge t£ shame. They said he 
proved himself an impostor because he 
talked bad grammar. He showed them 
that his grumnmr was the grammar of 
the Koran, and asked them if it was not 
better to be wrong with the prophet 
than right with tho te^t of tho world. 
Whenever ho became too troublesome 
they boat hitu with rods. At last they 
had" him sHurt. A company of infantry 
was drawn np, and the Bub and one of 
liifi followers were placed before it as 
targets. The first discharge killed the 
follower, but only broke the cords that 
bound the prophet. He might have con- 
verted his executioners then if he had 
had time to make tho most of the situa- 
tion. But before he could speak the 
second volley v.-as fired and the Bab 
.lied of many wounds. 


Ilia followers were ti-iribly incensed 


•it tlio outviigf, null tried to assassinate 
the shall. 
U *& Aiid that he fainted with 


teiror r.t the tigntfof the conspirators, 
,uid wa-s only rtfvfcl by the timely arri- 
val of his escort. For a time he made 
Persia very unsafe for tho followers of 
the Bab. Ho killed their leaders, and 
to this day those who escaped from their 
native Kind have never dared to return. 
Among tho victims \vas tho one Salva- 
tion Lass of tliC movement, the beauti- 
ful Kurratu 'KAyn, who, it is said, was 
a miracle cf loiuuing and of every femi- 
nine charm. She was killed by slow 
torture, and to the very last she declared 
her supreme faith in the teachings of 
the Bab. The Mollahs who slew her 
came near rebelling a few months ago 
when their lord and master threatened 
to interfere with the tobacco question 
in Persia, Theiy made him tremble for 
his life and throne until the obnoxious 
measures ha proposed were rescinded. 


Meanwhile Beha is waiting patiently 


in exile, confident that the. day will come 
when his teachings will triumph in Per- 
sia and the leaders of his faith pan re- 
turn to their land. — New York Sun.

motion to strike out of the Ariz un funding 
bill a clause requiring the payment of in- 
terest in gold and insert th* words "in 
lawful money of the United States," the 
dispatch saya Mr. Gorman was present, but 
did not vote. 
I presume that Nevadan

Jewelry. Fnrnltnre and Brlc-»-Brme That 


Shock the JBsthete. 


There is nothing in modern life more 


discouraging to the person of taste than 
the deliberate vulgarity in design which 
U so conspicnouB in modern manufac- 
tures, and this ifl especially true in those 
matters of adornment or luxury where 
it would be supposed that if anywhere 
would be found tho evidences of refine- 
ment and cultivation. If in the articles 
with which the dwellings and the per- 
iions of the rich are adorned one does 
not find evidences of good taste it is in- 
deed a discouraging outlook for the 
seelier, and yet it is in precisely in these 
things that the most flagrant violations 
of all asthetic ca-nons are encouraged. 


One has but to consider the tricks of 


the makers of jewelry to understand the 
extent to which this evil has gone. The 
lust whim of the makers of slang is to 
be seen in the windows of the jeweler 
wrought out in precious stones. Now 
the art of the cunning goldsmith is de- 
voted to the making of pigs in gold and 
gems, now it is some other beast equally 
inartistic, again it is some idiotic pun, 
which is enshrined in costly stones or 
rich enamel, and yet again the para- 
phernalia of the turf, the gaming table, 
or what not, absorbs the best skill 
which the modern world can show in 
this line. 
Even worse are the coarse 


and vulgar designs which are to be seen 
in the cases of respectable jewelers of 
the feminine leg or foot, the suggestive 
and semi-indecent ornaments which ap- 
peal to the taste of certain classes, not 
only of men, but of women, who are ap- 
parently perfectly proper members of 
society. 


The designs of furniture and bnc-a- 


brac are, if anything, worse. It is true 
that there are good designs to be found, 
but it is no less true that the reign of 
cheap vulgarity is at its triumphant 
height. Tho hard and unsympathetic 
execution of mechanical means which 
would be tolerable only when directed 
by the most delicate and sympathetic 
taste is made the more detectable by the 
coarse and forced manner in which it is 
used. 
When the designer goes to the 


past to purloin a design, if he wishes to 
hit the popular taste he selects some ro- 
coco motive of the worst period, and as 
a rule it is popnfar in direct proportion 
to its worlhlessnoss, 


When one compares the ornaments of 


today with thoso of the times of our 
grandfathers ho may well ask whether 
our grandchildren will have as much 
reason to respect their heirlooms as we 
have to look with pride upon ours. If 
one takes the so called souvenir spoons 
with which the shop windows have been 
filled, how many of them are even toler- 
able in design? 


It is always easier to find fault than 


to find out a remedy, and it is undoubt- 
edly true that in the present case the 
matter is largely the result of the in- 
creaso of material prosperity among 
those classes where neither taste nor in- 
telligence has had time to be developed. 
The markets are controlled to a great 
extent by the new rich, and it is not un- 
natural that the impress of their vulgar- 
ity should be left in a broad mark upon 
the arts of the time. 
It is no less true 


abroad, however, than it is in this conn- 
cry that the designers have apparently 
degenerated, and the explanation given 
.iocs not so well apply abroad as in this 
country. 


No doubt the taste of the world is 


being educated, bnt the problem today 
is to educate the taste of the many in- 
stead of the taste of the few, and it is 
far more difficult than any which has 
ever been presented to the devotees of 
the aesthetic in the history of civilization 
before.—Boston Courier.

The Struggle for Bread In Vtenn*. 
The di»lTibation of bread to the poor 


of Vienna took place Tuesday between 
11 o'clock and noon, in order to make 
euro that only the unemployed received 
alms. Thotigh 6,300 largo loaves, which 
had cost 1,300 florins, or £100, wore 
given out, several hundred starving peo- 
ple had to go away empty handed. The 
scenes witnessed were perhaps the worst 
that have occurred as yet. It was piti- 
able in the extreme to see wretch- 
edly clad women, with babies in arms, 
and children, fighting as for their lives 
for a loaf of bread, into which, hot as it 
was from the bakery, they cut like hun- 
gry wolves. 


Similar sconce wore witnessed at the 


distribution of bread to men. About 
twenty people fainted in the crush, and 
those who saw the bitter disappointment 
of the many who, after waiting for 
hoars, linally received nothing, will 
never forget the spectacle of human 
misery and want. 
Four thousand two 


hundred loaves were given away yester- 
day, when the crush was so enormous 
that a number of poor women, with ba- 
bies in their arms, and several old men 
fainted away and reqtiired medical at- 
tendance.—Vienna Cor. London Stand- 
ard.
